ahead. 


The train crossed the first span 
safely 


but the necond gave way and eight cars 
were precipitated down deep below where 
they were buried with rocl;s and cluy. 
Most o' the passengers had a miraculous 
escape from death, but many were killed. 


The most terrible spectacle of all was 


Instances, every soul on'1x>ard being 
lost, and in others, not over two or three 
being able to reach a. place of safety. 
Among the boats destroyed Is the ex- 
cursion isteamer Great Republic, one of 
the largest steamers on the lower river. 
Not a man escaped from, her, and It is 
bald abe was crowded with excursionists 
when tbe storm came. 


The center of the city Is a wreck. 


Many buildings have been demolished 
and 
others 
partially wrecked. 
The 


streets are utterly impassable to street 
cars, and In many .places progress on 
foot Is a matter o£ great difficulty. To 
add to the horrors of the night, the elec- 
tric light plants were rendered inca- 
pable of service, and the gas lamps are 
also shut off, leaving the city In total 
darkness. Fire also broke out In sev- 
eral portions of the city, and the nre de- 
partment was unable to make an ef- 
fective fight, because of the choker! con- 
dition of the streets and the large num- 
ber ot Jlremen who were engaged in the 
Imperative work of rescuing the dead 
and wounded. 


The only authentic Information from 


the stricken city last night was sent by 
a press ajrent, who managed to raach 
an ontlyins telegraph office and send a 
brief, .dispatch, as follows: 


"Tornado blowing at the rate of over 


8iJ miles an hour. Struck St. Louis to- 
i:lght, and raged for half an hour with 
great fury, and as a result hundreds o£ 
lives are lost on both sides of the river. 
Many buildings arc blown down and 
many river steamers sunk, with all on 
board. It la Impossible at the prc-ser. t 
time to estimate the number of lives lost, 


j as the hospitals are filled with Injured 
and.the morgue is filled ."with the slain, 
while great numbers of the .dead and 
maimed are lying among tbe ruins in 
all directions. 
A portion of the east and

tially destroyed. Tbe Waters and'Plerce 
works are burning, and other buildings 
In various parts of tlio city are on /Ire."

road. The dispatchers' offices of the Illi- 
nois'Central were unable all night to 
get any information from any point on 
their line south of Centralla. It was re- 
ported to them, however, that a cyclone 
had swept through all the country south 
o£ that point. 


At East St. Louis 
the destruction 


seemed greater. H. C. Rice, the Western 
Union'manager at the relay department, 
•n the east side, climbed across the de- 
molished bridge and made his way into 
St. Louis. He reports that the National 
hotel, the Tremont House, Artell House, 
DeWolfe cafe, Plant-Hexel MlllSnVcom- 
pany, Horn's cooper shop and a great 
number of. other buildings'are blown 
down.

and many of their occupants are known 
to be dead.

William G. Souther, who claims to have 


bcon nn eyewitness of Llio historic duel be- 
tween Abrulmm Lincoln nml General 
James Shields, has pointed what Is pur- 
ported to bo thomlsslngdatiiof thntovent. 
Heretofore but rnciignr dct^ills of what uo- 
tually took plane whon the dueling party 
crossed tho Mississippi rlvur liavo been 
piihlishod, nncl Souther now fills in time 
Tnost Important part of tho day's proceed- 
Jugs. 
SouthcT, who la 75 years old, lias for tho 


last 18 yours beun a clerk In tlio office of 
tho iiudltor of tho BnntaFo railway system 
In Topokn, though tho greater portion of 
his life hm boon spent Bfl n primer and 
nowMpnpt'r man. 
Up to tho time of the 


orrival of tho dueling party at thu Alton 
ferry tho story ha tells IB very slrrillar to 
those heretofore printed, but from thoro It 
differs -widely. Souther relates Unit In or- 
der to vrlTinesa tho dutl ho agreed to.drive 
tho horses which propelled tho ferryboat 
CiirryliiK tho distinguished party. 


"Arriving on tho oppoalto slicro," liu 


says, "which wns n wilderness of timber, 
a spot partly clunrctl was selected ns tho 
battleground. 
Shields took ii seat on a 


fallun log 011 nno side of tho clearing, and 
Lincoln seiit&d himself on another at tho 
opposite slue. Thu seconds thou cut n polo 
about la feot long, nnd two stakes ^furo 
crotchod In tho und. 
Tho stakes wuro 


driven Into thu ground, and tho polo laid 
across Iho crotches, so tbao It rested about 
threu feet above tha ground. Thu men 
wero to stand on either side of tho polo aud 
fight ncross It. A lino was drawn on tbo 
ground on both sides tbrco feet from tbo 
pule, with the understanding that If olthor 
uombiitant stopped back across his own 
I'.nu It. VTUH tu bo coDiluerud as giving up 
tho light. 


"After nil thane arrnugomonta had boon 


compltalvd the ieconds rejoined their prin- 


. clpals ut thu different sides of tho clearing 


nml comuninced to talk in Jow tones. 
Along wltb the Shields party wns Dr. T. 
M. Hope of Alton, ila was very much 
opposed tu thu duel and roaeonsd with 
Shields for u long timo. Asrt result of bis 
talk sovural notos were passed botwoon tho 
hooouds. Ijiuooln roraalnod firm and said 
Shields iiHiat -withdraw his first note and 
uak him whether 01 not ho was author of 
tho poem In Tbo Journal. Wlieu thtvt was 
dono, ho said he was ready, to treat wltb 
thu other aide. Shields waa Inflexible, and 
finally Dr. Hope got mad at him. Ho 
unid Shields was bringing tho Democratic 
party of Illinois and himself Into rldlonlo 
and contempt by bis folly. 
Finally he 


sprung to bis loot, faced the stubborn llttlo 
Irlnhinun and blurted out: 


•• -.Iliumiu, you u 
d little whlpper 


Kiuippor, if you don't sottlo this, I'll tako 
you across i«.' knee and epank youl' 


"This was too muob for Shields, and ho 


yielded. 
A note was solemnly prepared 


and sont across to Lincoln tvhloh inquired 
if hu was the author of the poorn in ques- 
tion. Lln:oln wrote a formal roply, In 
wklch bo said tbnt he was not, and tbon 
mutual explanations and apologies fol- 
lowed. 


••I watched Lincoln closely while bo sat 


on his log awaiting .the signal to fight. 
Jlis fact) wafl grave and sortoua, I could 
discern nothing suggestive of -Old Abu ns 
wu knew him. I never knew Uui to go so 
long before without muklug a joke, and I 
begiiu to believe ho WHS getting frightened. 
Bub presently ho reached over and picked 
up one o( tho swords, which ho.drew from 
Its scabbard. 
Then hu fell along tbo edgo 


of tho wcnpoo with blB thumb, llko a bar- 
tier feels a£ thu edgo of hia razor, strotched 
himself to his full height, stretched out 
hit, long arms and clipped off a twig from 
a treo abovo his head with the sword. 
Thero wasn't another man of uswho could 
bavt) reacaod anywhere near thuc twig, 
and tho absurdity of that long reaching 
fallow flghilUK with cavalry sobers with 
Shields, who could walk under Ills arm, 
caiuu pretty near uaaklijg me howl wltb 
laughter. 


"After Lincoln bad out off the twig ha 


returned tho sword to ths scabbard with n 
sigh mid snc down, but I detected the 
gliuirn ID his cyo whloh wns always tho 
forerunner of ono of his inimitable yarns, 
and fully oipcctcd him to toll a sldo split- 
ter there In tho shadow of tho grave. 


''After things had beun adjusted at the 


dueling ground wo returned to tho ferry- 
boat, everybody chatting in tho most 
friendly manner possible."—Chicago Post.

After two daya of 
cruising around in nig beat ho saw, on o 
oaliu morning, a huge snout appear on tbo 
surface of tho rlvor and heard a long 
drawn sighing sound. 
It was tho manatee brentblng, for this 


animal breathestur and has to came to the 
surface ovory fiTe or six minutes.

by an assistant, Mr. Harlo rapidly an- 
chored ono OEd of hie net and drew tho 
other around 60 as to pen tho EOD. cow in 
the shallow wntcr. 
Then she wag slowly 


dragged out on Jand and taken homo by 
boat, n gang of a dozen men aiding in the 
transportation. No danger attended tho 
capture, as tho manatee is -without moans 
of offense or defense.

captor would touch hor on the gluo sh'o 
would ll£t her flipper (jut of tho vrator and 
wayo It playfully. From West Palm Beach 
sbo wns taken • to Jacksonville by rail In 
tho tank, and thenco by steamer to Now 
York.. Sho arrived In good condition at 
Control park, Mr. Harlo accompanying 
her. 


Probably Mr. Harle knows as much 


abont tho hnblts nnd ways of the soa cow 
as any man living, ana1 ho frankly admits 
that ho knows very little. Solcnoo baa not 
gone for Into the life habits of the mana- 
tee. 
These animals aro very raro and do 


not frequent watora that nro much trav- 
ersed by ships. 
In a way tho manatee Is 


an anachronism, belonging properly to a 
former ago. 
Thoro are more fossil than 


thore aro llvlnp species. 
Of the habits of 


this peculiar animal Mr. Hurlo says: 


"About nil I know of them la tlmt they 


feed mainly In rivers, nnd In tho ever- 
glades, swimming in from the ocean, 
probably at niuht. They can travel In 
three feet of water, and thoy arc vary swift 
—so swift; that they can outswim a shark. 
I've seen them come dnrdng In from tbo 
outside waters with sharks In chase. Tho 
manatee's tail Is very big and strong, and 
it strokes up and down, sending the ani- 
mal ahead with surprising force. 
I bo- 


Hove thnt they live tu bo very old, al- 
though I'm cot sure of that. 
Their eye- 


sight Is very keen, but they are, I think, 
quite defective in hearing. 
A laud ualso 


does not seem to 'disturb them, whereas 
tho instant they cnteh sight of a man thoy 
dive and aro away nfc o tremendous pace. 
This ono is fair sized, but I have eeen 
them ns long as 15'feet. 
I've-seen little 


ones, too, not moro than 3 feet long. Per 
their sizo thoy aro extremely heavy, for 
thoy MO big boned, and the bones aro solid 
Ivory.

St. Louis, May 28.—Today the mm 


dawned upon one of the most awe inspir- 
ing scenes ever witnessed on the conti- 
nent. 


On every side throughout the city are 


evidences of the cyclone's fury and its 
disastrous effects in ruin and death. 
' The pall of death seeing to have settled 
upon thu the city and since 5 o'clock yes- 
terday when the cyclone hurst in its rage 
upon the city aver 600 people have died 
either instautly or after the most ex- 
cruciating pain. 


Days will elapse before anything like- a 


detailed account can be secured as every- 
wheru- throughout the 
city 
confusion 


reigns supreme and the lamentations of the 
friends of the victims fill the air. 
' 


The morgues were filled last night, 


others have been opened nnd the hospitals 
aro crowded with the wounded In the lost 
throes ot pain. 


The Union station was crowded when 


tbe storm came and blew oft tbe roof 
Injuring and killing many. 


The St! Louis Refrigerator building of 


four stories was demolished with its ware- 
houses aud bicycle factory, ffetween 400 
and 500 people were in the building most 
of whom were buried in the debris which 
took flre and burned till midnight. 


The firemen succeeded in keeping the 


flames from spreading to other buildings, 
but with «ad consequences to themselves 
as threo dead firemen have been taken out 
o£ the ruins. 


The Fair Grounds were crowded with 


people when the storm ope.ued. 


They rushed to a corner for .safety but 


in n. few moments the roof ot the grand 
stand was lifted bodily and cast on top of 
them. 


Capt. Carmoily, by his bravery, saved 


hundreds of lives. 


When the storm was at its height a 


train on the Chicago nnd Alton road ap- 
proached a bridge leading to the city. 


The engineer^hesitatedfor a time then 


put on a full head of steam and 
dashed 


ahead. 


The train crossed the first span safely 


but the second gave way and eight cars 
were precipitated down deep below "where 
tlmy were buried with rocks and clay. 
Most of the passengers bad a miraculous 
escape from death, but many were killed. 


The moss terrible spectacle of all.wns 


tho overturning of u large gasometer, the 
contents of which ignited and spread the 
fury of flames and smoke in all direction. 


The full account to time of going to 
The burning gas rose high into the air 


making nc first a pillar oE -fire hundreds 
of feet in diameter. 


Soon the wind scattered the flames over 


dwellings and the situation surpassed 
tho most vivid description of Hades that 
ever entered the inind of Dante. 


The city poor house was struck by the 


storm and the roof of the female depart- 
ment "was blown off and carried many 
yards away. 


The cupola of the insane department 


was thrown into the basement of the main 
"building. 


In the building were 1030 inmates, 730 


of whom are insane. 


All were set in confusion, some ot .the 


sane fleeing from fear; the insane ruuning 
in ull directions until killed by the storir 
or secured "by the keepers. 


It was almost incredible that there were 


not more deaths.

life here and in St. Louis will amount to 
hundreds, nnd the financial loss will 
reach millions oC dollars. It is only gen- 
erally estimated that not less than 400 
were killed here. 


Outside St. Louis. 


St. Louia, May 28.—The storm did not 


confine itself, to this city and East St. 
Louis, but continued -its flight through 
South St. Louis into the country, leaving 
a trail of devastation and death behind it. 
At Clayton two 'churches and the couct 
house, besides mauy other buildings were 
blown down, and many were killed 'and 
injured.

In East St. Louis alono the list of dead

speaking the loss was greater in East St. 
Louis. The entire centre of the town ia 
razed to tlie ground and not a building is 
left along the river bank.

The storm was preceded for hours by 


depressing sultriness,

whom, in one ward were badly injured.'

b, May 28.—One of the greatest 


disasters o" recent years overwhelmned- 
the city of St. Louis last night, in the 
shapp of a cyclone, which began shortly 
after 5 o'clock, and for 30 mlnutea tore 
its awful way through the city with a 
velocity of over £0 miles an hour. Al- 
though reports from there, are very 
meagn:, owing to the almost total de- 
struction of the telegraph wires, it seems 
certain that the number of dead and 
wounded will amount to fully 1000, and 
the damage done, to millions of dollars. 


The city hospital; which fortunately 


svrvivi-d the storm. Is filled to overflow- 
ing with mangled men, women and chil- 
dren, and the morgue, within two hours 
after the end of the storm, was so full 
of corpses that It was necessary to pro- 
vide other quarters for the reception 
of the dead. In addition to those who 
were killed In their houses, and :In-the 
streets, hundreds of dead are beneath 
the waters o£ the Mississippi river. Of 
all the steamers on the levee when'the 
storm Invoke out, but one Is now afloat- 
All the others have gone down, In many 
Instances, every soul on i/oard belns 
lost, and In others, not over two or three 
being able to reach a place of »afety. 
Among the boats destroyed Is th» ex- 
cursion steamer Great Republic, one of 
the largest steamers on the lower river. 
Not a man escaped from her, and It la 
said shi: was crowded with excursionists 
when the storm came. 


The center of the city Is a.wreck. 


Many liuildlr.gs have been demolished 
and 
others 
partially wrecked. 
The 


streets are utterly Impassable to street 
cars, and in many places progress on 
foot Is a. matter of great difficulty. 
To 


a.dd to the horrors of the night, the elec- 
tric llglit plants were rendered Inca- 
pable of sen-ice, and the gas lamps are 
D.IBO shut off, leaving the city in total 
darkness. Fire also broke out In sev- 
eral portions of the city, and the fire de- 
partment was unable to make an ef- 
fective fight because of the choked con- 
dition of the streets and the large num- 
ber of firemen who were engaged In the 
imperative work of rescuing the dead 
and wounded. 
' 


The only authentic Information from 


the stricken city last night was sent by 
a press agent, who managed to reach 
an outlying telegraph office and send a 
brief dispatch, as follows: 


"Tornado blowing at the rate of over 


SO miles an hour. Struck St. Louis to- 
night, and. raged for half an hour with 
great -fury; and as' a. result hundreds of 
lives are lost on 'both sides of the river. 
Many buildings are blown down and 
many river steamers sunk, with all on 
board. It Is Impossible at the present 
time to estimate the number of lives lost, 
c.5 the hospitals are filled, with injured 
and the morgue Is filled with the slain, 
while grea.t numbers of the dead and 
maimed are lying among the ruins In 
all directions. A portion of the east and 
of the Bads bridge Is destroyed; the 
grandstand at the fair grounds Is down; 
the.women's portion of the Jallis tone, 
and the Immense Cupples block Is par- 
tially destroyed. The 'Waters and Pierce 
works are burning-, and other buildings 
In various parts of the city are on fire."

DUELS 


W. G. SOTJTHEE, AJS EYEWIT- 


NESS, GIVES DETAILS. : 


EIiloldB Forced . to Giro In—Threatened 


With a Spanklpe by Dr. T. 31. Bopo 
and HI* Life Probably Saved—Lincoln'!

William G. Souther, who claims to have 


been un ovowltness of the historic dad be- 
tween Abraham Lincoln and General 
Jumce Shields, has related what Is par- 
ported to be tho missing data of that evtnt. 
Heretofore but meager details o'f. what ac- 
tually took place when tha dueling putty 
crossed tho Mississippi river havo. been 
published, and Souther now fills In that 
most important part of the day's proceed- 
ings.

Souther, who is 75 years old, has for tho 


lost 18 years been a clerk In tbo olBce o( 
tho auditor of the Santa Fcrallwuy syKtora 
in Topuka, though tho greater portion of 
his llfo has beon spent as a printer nnd 
nowspapur mao. 
"Up to the 'tlmo of tho 


nrrlval oE tha dueling party at the Alton 
ferry tho story ho tella is very similar to 
those heretofore printed, but Crcm'thore it 
differs widely. Kouthor relates thnt in or- 
der to witness tho duel he agreed to flrlvo 
tho horses winch propelled tho ferryboat 
carrying tho distinguished party. 


"Arriving on tho opposite shoro," he 


saye, "wbich was a wiltleruass of. timber, 
n spot partly cleared was selected as the 
battleground, Shiolds took a seat on a 
fallen log on ono sido of the clearing, and 
Lincoln seated hijusolf on another at tho 
opposite side. Tho seconds then cut a pole 
about 12 foot long, and two. stnkes wore 
crutcliad In tho end. The stakes wore 
driven into tho ground, ond the '.polo laid 
across tbo crotches, so that It rested about 
threu feet above the ground. The men 
wore to stand on either side of tho polo and 
Dght noross It. A lino was drawn on tbe 
ground ou both sides throo'feefi 'from tbo 
polo,.with tlie understanding that If either 
combatant stopped back across Jils own 
lino it wuq to be considered as giving np

completed the seconds rojoined Lhoir-prin- 
cipals at the different sides of the clearing 
and commenced to.talk in low 'tones.

"This was too much for Shields, and ho 


yielded. A note was solemnly prepared 
and sent aorcss to Lincoln which inquired 
if ho was the author of the poem in guos- 
tion. 
Lin loin wrote a formal reply, in 


which ho Enid tbat ho was not, ancl then 
mutual explanations and apologies fol- 
lowed. 


"I watched Lincoln closely while ho sat 


on his log awaiting the signal to fight. 
His face was grave and serious. I could 
discern' nothing suggestive of Old- Abo as 
wo knew him. I never knew him to go so 
long before without making n joke, and I 
began to believe he was getting frightened. 
But presently ho reached over and" picked 
up ouo of the swords, which be drew from 
its scabbard.- Then bo felt along-tho edge 
of tho weapon with his thuinb, like a bar- 
ber feels of the edge of his razor, stretched 
-himself to his lull height, stretched' out 
hls-long arms and clipped off n twig from 
a tree above his head with tho sword. 
Thera wasn 't another man of ug who could 
have -reached anywhere near that twig, 
and tbo absurdity of that long- reaching 
follow fighting with cavalry sabers with 
Shields, who could walk under his arm, 
oamo pretty near making me howl with 
laughter.

returned the sword to tho scabbard with a 
sigh and sat down, but I detected tho 
gloam In his eye which was always tha 
forerunner ol one oC his Inimitable yarns, 
and fully expected him to tella sido split- 
ter there in the shadow of tho grave. . 


"After things had bbun adjusted at the 


dueling ground we returned to tho.ferry- 
boat, everybody chatting in the most

Howtholegend 
of the filrcns cuuld have arisen from her 
Epeoles'isfl mystery, but-it is Bain that it 
EO arose. Compared to her the squint 
eyed rhinoceros is a paragon of pulchri- 
tude nnil the .lately departed Johanna a 
dazzlingiy nllurlng sylph. From noso 'to 
tall; a distance of 9 feet i' Inches, there 
isn't a feature or'lino of tho sea cow to 
t-poll tho general offect-of delightful ngll- 
ncEs. She has the figure of a meal sack, 
Ekin likes u weather beaten tin roof, a snub' 
no59 tliat "occupies all tho space' which 
slioui'd have been given to her face, and 
little twinkling eyes that peer out unex- 
pectedly from the folds of fat somewhere 
about tho region of tha back of hei neck. 
Projecting from h^ snout are a number 
of feelers that act like fans, creating a 
draft in the water when sho waves them, 
whereby everything in sight is wafted to- 
ward her mouth. -It is her own patent 
way of feeding and is perhaps the easiest 
'method In use. .For the rest, she weighs 
1,600 pounds, Is probably abont Su years 
old and Is scientifically designated as 
.Trlchcchus amerlcanua. She Is the only 
one of her Bpocies that has. been in the 
meuagerio for Ifl years. 


When captured this sen cow was feeding 


on water weeds at tho .mouth of tho St. 
LiccLo liver, which empties into the At- 
lanllo ocean on the oast coast of Florida, 
about 300 miles south of Jacksonville. - G. 
W. Horlo of West Palm Beach was hor 
captor, and it took him three days to got 
her. Mr. Harle hns captured and sold thrca 
marmtocs before this one and is making n 
regular business of it. It -was lost Decem- 
ber time ho got this one, In a net especially 
cbnttructed for such big fishing. He. had 
gbnu to'tho St. Lncio river hoping to find 
a manatee up^there feeding, as they como 
in from the oneaa to eat tho rank wacor 
grass of tho everglades. After two days of 
cruising around in his boat he saw, on a, 
calm morning, a hugo snout appear on tho 
surface of the river and heard B long 
drawn Gighlng Eound. 


It was tho manatee breathing, for this 


animal breathes air and has to como to tha 
'surf.-ico every flvo or ski minutes. 
Aided 


by iin assistant,- Mr. Harle rapidly an- 
chored ono end of bis net and drew tbo 
other around so as to pen the sea cow.in 
the shallow water. 
Then sho was slowly 


dragged out on land and taken homo by 
boa:, a gang of a dozen men aiding In the 
transportation. No danger attended the 
capture, as tho manatee Is -without means 
of offense .or defense. She throve in cap- 
tivity and became so tamo that whan her 
oaptnr would touch her on the side she 
would lift her flipper out of tho water and 
wavu it playfully. From West Palm Beach 
she was taken to Jacksonville by rail in 
the tank, and thence by steamer to ^ew 
York. She arrived in good condition at 
Central park, Hr. Haxle accompanying 
'her • ' 
• 


Probably Jlr. Harle knows as ranch 


about the habits and ways df the sea cow 
as any man living; and he frankly admits 
that ho knows very little. Science has not 
gone far Into the life hablte' of the mana- 
tee. Theso anlmulE are very rare and do 
not frequent waters that are much trav- 
ersed by ships. . In a way tho manatee is 
an anachronism, belonging properly to a 
former ago. There,are more fossil than 
there are living species. 
Of the habits ot 


this ]iccnliar animal Mi. Halle says: 


"About all I know of them is that they 


feed mainly In rivers nnd in tho 'ovcr- 
gladca,' swimming in from the ocean, 
probably at night. They can travel in 
threo feet of water, and theyorovery svflft 
—BO swift that they can outfiwlm a shark. 
I've Feen them come darting In from the 
outside waters with sharks in chase. The 
manatee's tall is very big and strong, and 
•It strokes up and down, sending the ani- 
mal ahead with surprising force. I be- 
lieve that they live to bo very old, al- 
though I'm cot sure of that. Their eye- 
oiphti is very keen, but they are, I think," 
quite defective in hearing. A loud noise 
does not seem to disturb them, whereas 
the Instant they oatah .sight of.a man they 
dive «nd aro away at a tromondons pace. 
This ono is fair sized, but I have seen 
them as long as 15 feet. I've seen little 
ones, too,' not more than 3 leetlong. For 
their size they are ostroincly heavy, for 
they are big boned, and the bones are solid 
Ivory. You wouldn't guess this one to 
weigh more than 500 pounds to look at 
her, but she'll weigh throe times that.. 


"Down In South America tho natives 


harpoon manatees when they can find 
them and eat tho flesh, which is said to be 
very good.'- I havo never tasted it myself. 
Where they live when they are at'sea, 
whether in the depths or near the surface, 
I don't know, except that they must come 
up to breathe very frequently, sol suppose 
they stirt tho shores. As to tholr migra- 
tions, I don't know either. Idon't bellovo 
there Is any animal about which less is 
known than this kind." 
-
